Governor Weaver W i l l 
Present It at a Joint 
Session. 
Alter further consultation be­ 
teem Governor Weaver and lead­ 
er* in both branches of the legisla­ 
tu re, it lias been informally agreed 
that the state law does not require 
t!»e governor's budget to bv present­ 
ed to the lawmaking assembly until 
next week, and for that reason the 
proposal to hold a Joint session I i s - 
day or Saturday in order to receive 
it has been abandoned. 
One section of the law provides 
that the executive shall submit his 
budget not later than the 15th day 
of the legislative session 
This, of 
course, means the 15th ’’legislative 
da** so that days on which the 
legislature has not been in session 
do not count. Saturday Is the 15th 
day in the house, and it was at first 


h itnoosed that marked the limit of 
time. 
Another par agr* oh in the law. 
however provides that where there 
is an outgoing governor and an in­ 
coming one the former shall deliver 
hi* advisory budget to the legisla­ 
ture before retiring from office, and 
the latter shall be given 15 days 
♦hereafter to prepare and submit 
his own 
The orovlslon budget of former 
Governor McMullen was turned over 
to the legislature on the third day of 
the session Governor Weaver, there­ 
fore, 
until the lith legislative 
day* to get his schedule In. 
The 
lith da- for the house will be next 
Wednesday. 
Mr. Weaver has virtually complet­ 
ed his budget and will be ready to 
deliver It 
Monday 
if the

“The amendment changes only 
twenty-one of these 195 sections 
leaving the other 144 sections un­ 
touched In other words the amend­ 
ment alters only one-eighth of the 
charter, dealing with the form of 
the government, elections, purchas­ 
ing. ami Hie budget, and no change 
whatever is made in the other 
.seven-eighths dealing with the pow­ 
ers of the city and the city council, 
the water and light plant and other 
public utilities, paving, sewers, etc. 
’’Failure to take these facts Into 
account has caused the sponsors of 
the published resolutions to put 
forth two decidedly erroneous and

there must be a halt on spending. 
The gound of wailing and gnashing of teeth may 
be expected to be wafted on the gentle breezes along 
Pennsylvania avenue from the stately pile of marble 
which houses congress to the very portals of the 
White House. The taste for juicy “pork” is easily 
acquired. It must be remembered that only a few 
days ago congress served a most sumptuous banquet 
for the congressional delegations of California, Ne­ 
vada. Arizona. New Mexico and Colorado w*hen it 
passed the Boulder Dam bill, appropriating 1165.000,000 
for the purpose of constructing a dam in the Imperial 
* valley near the California-Arizona line. to wafer 
thousands of acres of arid California land 
Perhap# It was a mere coincidence that the appro­ 
priation bills presented at this .short session of a 
* **lame-duck” congress attained the staggering pro­ 
portions of a billion dollars, and then again, lier!taps 
it may furnish a valuable lesson in revealing the 
methods employed to get this piece of legislation 
through. Some time ago the rather cryptic state- 
ment was made that it would be months before the 
* country discovered Ute full cost of Boulder Dam. 
- There was the inference that it had been employed 
for logrolling purposes by ambitious members of con­ 
gress, who had pet schemes of their own, wTdch they' 
f, desired to put through the legislative branch of the 
I government 
The proposals to drain tike federal 
treasury of more than a billion dollars would seem­ 
ingly lend foundation for the charge' 
Every taxpayer tot the country knows how the 
* racket Is worked: "You vote for my bill and I will 
; vote for your measure ”rn rn rn 
* 
It is fortunate. Indeed, tltat there is to be a change 
•• in administration next March, making it imperative 
to "go slow” in the matter of appropriations. Other­ 
wise there would be no telling how far congress might 
go while on this spending Jag. Boulder Dam sterns 
to have unusual number of little friends but when 
they all get together, they are quite imposing and 
impressive. 
Before tile full history of Boulder Dam is written, 
the country is entitled to know why a recalcitrant 
and obstinate congress el tanged front in its uncom­ 
promising hostility towards granting a $165,000,000 
subsidy to southern California. The measure has been 
painted as a humanitarian move to remove the 
shadow of devastating floods from the Imperial val­ 
ley. An even move Imperative situation exists along 
the lower Mississippi river and it has been the stead­ 
fast, Insistent claim of this administration that a 
portion of the expense of flood control must be borne 
by the benefitted lands In that region. With the 
memory of the most destructive flood along the Mis­ 
sissippi still fresh from the spring of 1937. congress 
has been told that the Southern states bordering on 
the stream should pay for part of the work. But if 
flood control had been the primary object of Boulder 
t Dam legislation, the job could liave been completed 
for $35,000,000, or less than a sixth of what was ac­ 
tually appropriated from the federal treasury. Instead 
congress piled $140,000,000 on top of this to put water 
upon thousands of acres of arid land in California, 
and to furnish power to the city of Los Angeles. 
That is the bill which members ut Nebraska's dele­ 
gation In congress voted for. 
Have they any little friends of Boulder Dam tucked 
away in the bill file of congress? If they have, we 
iiave not heard of them. Our congressional represen­ 
tatives seem to enjoy the role of playing Santa Claus 
to Southern California, even at the expense of our 
very large agricultural class, who will face new com­ 
petition from the lands ov>ened to cultivation in the 
Imperial valley. 


OWNERSHIP OF RESEARCH RESULTS. 
People who make a practice of reading the news­ 
papers consider that as a rule they keep in pretty 
close touch with what is going on in Washington 
and that congress is not liable to (Jo* anything of 
.mportanee without such readers being aware of 
what has been done and what it mea na. This is not 
always the case, however, a case in point being a bill 
passed by the last a « en of the national legislature. 
granting commercial patent rights to government 
employes whose researches lead to patentable in­ 
ventions. 
Recently a meeting was held in Washington for 
the purpose of considering the meaning of this law. 
and it is probable that steps will be taken to bring 
about its repeal 
It would seem that there should 
be no question as to the wiping out of such statute, 
the wonder being that such a law' should ever have 
been enacted. 
The great corporations of the country have in their 
employ great numbers of scientists, who receive large 
salaries and whose whole time is devoted to research 
work In the interest of such corporations. 
All of 
the discoveries made by these men belong to their 
employers and are patented by the latter. There is 
never any question as to who own;; the time of the 
scientists thus employed, nor as to who is to reap 
the benefits of any discoveries which they may make 
People similarly employed by the government are, 
it would naturally be supposed, working for all of the 
citizens of the United States Their time is paid for 
and any benefit which may accrue through work 
dime by them naturally runs to the public. That 
any other theory should bo advanced seems incredible, 
and that congress should enact a law allowing such 
employes to exploit the research w’hlch they have 
been paid to carry on seems unbelievable. 
Some universities, it is stated, allow' their research 
men to take out patent* upon their discoveries, but 
this privilege is very seldom taken advantage of. It 
should not be allowed. People allose time and skill 
are paid for through taxation owe the full benefit 
of their lime and training to those who pay their 
salaries, and not even a law to the contrary can 
relieve them of the moral obligation. 


C OOLER TROPICS AND WARMER ARC TIC S. 
In the neat century we shall see the white race 
conquer the tropics 
Heretofore statisticians have insisted that those re­ 
gions which Ile close to the equator were not for tile 
Caucasian races The heat, seriously impairing phys­ 
ical vigors and reducing physical exertions to the 
minimum were not suited to the temperament and 
the tastes of the white man. Coupled with insects 
and fever, the tropics, whtch hold a fascination for 
the white man as a visitor, become a black nightmare 
when he is compelled to take up his residence there 
That was before science perfected modern methods 
of refrigeration, and medicine succeeded in robbing 
tropical ailments of most of their terror The conquest 
is not complete but the day is not far distant when 
pests and diseases which for hundreds of years were 
regarded as a necessary part of tropical existence 
will have been eliminated. Modern cooling methods 
and refrigeration will do the rest. The sun will beat 
down as fiercely as it ever did but the future citizen 
of the tropics will liave the artificial aid of science 
to rob Old Sol of his sting. It is conceivable th at 
life in the tropics may become as wholesome few the 
white man as it is in the temperate zones. 
What will it mean?

The failure of Old John Harvard to get further In 
athletics cannot be attributed to the lack of money. 
With receipts of $1,014,554 for all branches of sport 
at the venerable old educational institution In 1938, 
the book balance showed a profit of* but $15,594. It 
cost approximately a million dollars to maintain 
athletics at Harvard during the last year. 
The only sport which rode through to a financially 
successful season was the one in which Harvard made 
the poorest showing. That was football. The total 
receipts from football were $577,354 while the total 
expenditures I # coaching, equipment and buildings, 
and medical attention was but $148,837. 
Other branches of athletics are better supported at 
Nebraska than they are at Harvard. Basketball at 
the Cornhusker institution will in all probability show 
a nice. profit when the season closes next spring. 
Under the direction of Henry Schulte, track and field 
athletics have come into such favor that they nearly 
pay their way. The fact is that there are few insti­ 
tutions in America where athletics are on a sounder 
basts than they are at the University of Nebraska 
There h ts been intelligent, business direction of the 
sports, coupled with wide support by the people of 
Ute state.
